Art. 5. To hear the reports of the Tuwn Treasurer, Board of Se- 
lectmen of the town, and the reports of the Auditors, Agents, Com- 
mittees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and pass any 
vote relating thereto.

by way of explanation may not be out of place. 


town meeting it was voted, 


At the last annual 


‘*That the selectmen be instructed to purchase for the town a stone 


crushing plant for building stone roads if after investigation they 
deemed it advisable to do so, and satisfactory prices could be made:” 
and money was appropriated for that purposeif required. Early in 
the season the selectmen gave much time and thought to this subject 
and secured the advice of several men of large experience in this kind 
of work, and came to the conclusion that it was not advisable to pur- 
chase such machinery that season, for the reason that much prepara- 
tion was needed and many plans must be formulated before the work 
can be commenced in a way to give satisfactory results. 

We very soon discovered that before any work is commenced in this 
line itis essential that a survey of the streets proposed to be macadam- 
ized should be made anda working plan drawn up by an engineer 
conversant with this kind of work. 
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We were fortunate in securing for this work the services of Mr. 
Shepard B. Palmer, of Norwich, Conn., a professional engineer, who. 
is thoroughly acquainted with the methods of building stone roads un- 
der the laws of the state of Conn. Mr. Palmer spent several days in 
making the survey of the entire length of Main street and several ad- 
jacent streets, and has furnished the town with three copies of a com- 
plete working plan for the improvement of the same. ‘The items of 
cost for this plan can be found in the financial report. ‘lhe work thus 
planned if carried out, we feel sure, will make our Main street (some 
portions of which we feel at times almost a disgrace toa progressive 
town like Newport) a street of utility and great beauty. 

‘The intention was todo some preliminary work last fall, but the 
rainy season and scarcity of help prevented. That, with all the 
money expended on roads in Newport, we should be securing some 
permanent results needs no argument, yet great care should be exer- 
cised in the initial steps of this, to us, new enterprise, as mistakes will 
be expensive and will have a tendency to discourage and indefinitely 
defer a much needed improvement. 

The work planned for Maple street cemetery was deferred for the 
reasou that the season was so rainy that there seemed to be no time 
when the work could be successfully done. The plot of land on 
the east side of the cemetery and adjoining it, was purchased from 
Mr. Seth Barton at the price of $375. This purchase was made at 
this time because it was evident that it would soon be beyond the reach 
of the town, if not secured; and the building of a contemplated bank 
wall on the east side of the original cemetery is thereby avoided, at a 
Saving to the town ofa large portion of the purchase price of the land. 
In any event, the selectmen considered it for the best interest of the 
town to secure this enlargement to this at present crowded cemetery. 

The omission at the last annual meeting to raise the money for 
street lighting made the tax rate for 1902 unexpectedly low. While 
at first thought this low rate may seem gratifying, yet we feel sure 
that the good sense of the tax-payers will lead them to decide that 
it was a mistake, and that in these prosperous times that we enjoy we 
should pay for what we have, and apply other moneys that the town 
receives to the reduction of the town debt. 

The increase in the appropriation for the expenses of the county 
will add materially to the amount of county tax for this town.

TO THE CITIZENS OF NEWPORT: 


The general health of the town during the past year has been fairly 
good. A single case of small pox early in the year was prevented 
from spreading by prompt measures of isolation, disinfection and 
vaccination. | 

Typhoid fever has been much less prevalent than usual this years 
possibly owing to improved sanitary conditions brought about by 
sewer construction, but more likely by peculiar meteorological con- 
ditions, for the sewer system is hardly far enough advanced to have 
induced so great a change. 

This Board earnestly advocates a prompt and liberal poling in the 
completion of our sewer system, believing that the town will be repaid 
both in money and lives. 

This Board also requests the citizens of Newport to connect their 
sink drains and privies with the sewer as soon as the latter reaches 
their residence. Under the statutes of the state no unconnected sink 
drain or privy can be maintained if there is a public sewer within one 
hundred feet, and the enforcement of this law is entrusted to the 
Board of Health.

Report of School Board. 


To the inhabitants of the Newport town school district: 


In making their annual report, the school board would remind you 
that the tables are made up for the school year from Aug. 1, 1901, to 
Aug. 1, 1902, while the financial report is to the close of the financial 
year Feb. 15, 1903. 

We take pleasure in reporting that the schools during the year 
just passed have been prosperous, and that our teachers have all given 
faithful service and in most instances have met with good success. 

The repairs and changes for school buildings and furnishings for the 
same have called for the expenditure of «large sum of money, but 
there seemed to be no way to avoid it. 

The rooms in the upper story of the Central building have been re- 
fitted and refurnished for the accommodation of the 3d,and 4th 
grades at a cost of $300. The school houses at North Newport and 
Reed’s have been reshingled with cedar shingles, costing $64.75, and 
the school room at Kelleyyilleentirely sheathed, costing $22.60, be- 
sides many minor repairs in several of the buildings belonging to the 
district. 

During the coming year the school house at Guild should be paint- 
ed and repaired, and the one at North Newport should be painted and 
the play room sheathed; besides many other small repairs in several 
buildings. 

The primary school buildings in the village have served their day 
and are no longer a credit to a town like Newport. If they are to re- 
main, some better method of warming them should be provided. In 
whatever other ways we may choose to be extravagant we cannot af- 
ford to jeopardize the health of the children in our schools, by keeping 
them in unsanitary school rooms, improperly warmed and ventilated. 

Your attention is called to this matter by an article in the warrant 
for the annual meeting, and we ask your careful consideration of the 
same. 
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The efficiency of our schools is greatly impaired by the irregular at- 
tendance of the pupils especially in the outlying divisions. For in- 
stance, in one school without any apparent good reason the average 
daily attendance for the last term has been only 51 per cent. of the 
membership of the school, while in another school evidently no better 
situated, the average daily attendance for the same term has been 94 - 
per cent. of the membership. A little interest and care on the part of 
some parents would remedy in a good measure this evil. 

By vote of district the West primary school house was sold at auc- 
tion to the highest bidder.
